-nian. Lord .Macaulay wrote his "Essay on Milton" and was a 
fatiious man at 25. Alfred Tennyson published his first poem at 

^thi age of 17. And what is more, the genius- of these men was 

' rcisognizcd at this age in their lives. 

• " Truç, there arc probably no. works of this calibre being written 
to-day by anybody, let alone our collegiate body. But if there is 
any clcnieril at all from >vhom wc may look for contributions to 
lileralurc, it is that great class-which: makes up what we arc pleased 
to^jéall our centres of learning. Present indications, indeed, point 
to^t;;^a slight augmentation of our literaturc.of to-day for those

Now, eeoendlfv u to the relf tien of 
the student to «he leoture. It Is er- 
reneoue to argue that the studen'-. Is 
p.TSiivc In the leoture. He shou'.d net 
be any more so than that his ta'dn^ 
notes ii ould be a mechanical' recorJ of 
the N-apher'a vtotit. Lecturing ohould 
never 'lie degraded to diotation. Tne 
student -.hould l>e si^tivi. and alert, frl- 
l<çv and enter Into the spirit of the 
tcarher »nd retain and formulato not 
the »v< jrts but the thoughts of the lec- 
turer. He must follow M as a musician 
will the performance of a e>-mphi>ny. 
His notes ehould emphasize the teach- 
er's arrangement, his piinolpnl polntj, 
and his thougfhta .in abbreviated form.

I'^e 
laboiatory, therefore, has at times boon 
referred to oe the siudents' nursery. 
Very Important In thle connecton is 
tho necesBlty of correct ob^è: vatlon and 
accuracy of execution. The laboratory 
Is csrcolally the place wOieie Indlrlduai 
ncji. apy la developed,' Whe.-j Vaults 
are rtioor M^trnMiw aotuj....'y occur 
and not accorfflnfeW^rtiat 1,<. expected, 
and wherp each step must ho brought 
Into definite relation as to cause and 
re.iu^nc(?.

The value of laboratory work Is, thero- 
fore, plain, but It oootahw the aemo 
element of danger wWoh <Ube noeelve' 
hearing to a lecture contotas. The stu- 
dent is too apt to toïlow laboratory 
practice lii a routlno njoohanteal ?vay, 
is often more anxious for the form than 
for the substance and 0(pt to develop 
his memory for a certain number of 
methods and reactions «uther than for 
the main purpose of the wmrtc, Con- 
««luently. he forgets nnioh of what he 
has learned just as soon as (he has. left 
the laboratory, and falls to bring Into 
execution the .prinolples of the labom. 
■tory methods In his own future work. 
■WWIo then the Inti^oducUon of the 
laboratory methods Into the UnlveAlty 
scope has tromendourty Improved and 
Qugmeiited our means of instruction 
must be appreciated 
that not the laboratory Itself, but 
wither the spirit and method of labora- 
tory research is to toe culUvated.

That Is to search for a-oal en- 
llffhtenment on a point which hM ri- 
malned. unclear In the lecture or lotoora-' 
twy, or to penetrate deeper Into It 
This Is reading wiWch requires thoijght 
and judgment. There an old saying 



that rcpltlaa is tho mothor of all '..i- 
dents. It ia only by continu.'il thuughit^ 
and by repeated Impreaelons npon 'ttie 
mind that |^M^U. reHatie^uiidatlon is 
laid. Moreover. M is'omly be'Tepe.ited 
reading that a matter is ^^aIl^' under- 
stood end apprrclatfM from all .nng!p.«. 
It Is appalling to-day to rea.1 even In 
scientific literature mis-at^itoments and 
mtB«iuoutk>M which resuAt from super- 
fJclal or Incomplete reading, .\galn, 
•«-re^dlng awakent> memonies, rc- 
frojhes and supplemenis the n lnd nn.l 
often leads to new ideas, Tif sîcond 
collaicral to general unive;tUv Intime- 
tlon l4 eo-opemtlon by imllvldti.'Cls. 
through suoh cocioties «s your own. 
They are very Important, for cultural 
nnd personal reaaoni. ';"lioy hr.ne 
K iijiHj DOiiln tuHcther. thsy ili-w one 
Individual how another work» nnd 
thinks and tbcy surroMn.l the younger 
members with a wholesome atntosphere 
of tradition. 

In every science and In every faculty 
of a univcretty msaiy subjects are to . 
day taught. As all human knowledge 
has extended, become more complicated 
and specialised, the number of subjecis 
presented to the student, and demanded 
of hlrii, have become more and more 
numerous. One crlUoisiii, and a Ju«t 
criticism, which haa been made of oyr 
modem University te that It gradua».' 
buries the student under a great mesa 
of specialties. To a certa;in extent this 
ia true, but It need not bo so if both 
lecturers and students appreciate their 
responsibilities. For it >la as true to- 
day OS It was formcily, thet the duty 
of a unilvcrsity h princlpelly education 
and not Infoinintlon. He who goes to 
the uniTOrslty with the idea of acquir- 
ing a number of practical facts, dog- 
matically presented, to.be followed by 
him durintr the rest of his existence, 
falls b.ick lo the system of the middle 
ages. Even If it wore possible to do 
this completely in all the specloltiies, it 
would leave thc^man In hopeless condl> 
Hon a i^ew years 'after his graduation, 
for 'he who goes lo tho Unlverslty for 
Information only will never be able to 
advance with his eubject. 

That ^s unforttrnately the oase to- 
day In mnny'instahces. There are to- 
day too large a number of practitioners 
of medicine who graduated only ten 
years ago, who are lost in tho meddcln>. 
of to-day, because they do not know 
how to progress ond keep pace with the 
dove4opmont of their Hdonce. They 
were content during their university 
curriculum to acquire wha.t they then 
thought wero tho necessary facUi for 
their practice. They <ind now only a 
few years after grnduatlpn that thing.i 
are changed, , that they did not apprc:'.- 
alo what ^vus given to them in ita true 
value, for they never had made any 
effort to cultivate their irrind, end to 
really enter Into tlhelr subject. Thoy 
arc thus tmeble to' keep'pace 'With It^ 
to odranoe with It and critically judge 
new ideas in It, Such men are reduced 
to tho level of tradesmen. They really 
aid and abot quacks. And this brings 
me finally to the «eneral cultural' sldb 
of university edtioatlon. Tour etudy, 
should not lay alone 'the foundation for 
your worJ<, but for an intelligent, per- 
sonal view of the world ooid Wfo; there 
is a philosophical aspect to ell branchy 
of university educaition, no matter in 
What faculty they ore .pursued. It la 
true that this ds more true of some than 
of others, but all of them lianre bearing 
and meaning upon the problems of life. 
To merely know a science without re- 
cognising fully Its phlIosôiAïkatl aig- 
nlflcance entlHes no one to be called 
cultured or educated. •Here, aigaJn, 
let me quote the^exoot words of Pro- 
fessor Paulsen: "The aim of study Is 
threefold, end the task* which it sets 
you la therefore tlireef old: to 3 earn, to 
Investigate, to philosophise. To learn: 
to assimilate through one's own efforts 
that knowledge whlOh exiists. To in- 
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vest^gate: to ptu-sue existing kno«l-< 
edge nt some one point, to go beyond it;1 
and to philosophise, to round off one's' ' 
knowledge Into a complete whole and 
Interpret It by principles." JMl I 
should like to add. to make out of your 
Ufo on oesthetlo creation. 

M no time have these iwords been 
more appropriate than at the present. 
I'^or to-day more than ever -we wp,wft < 
look , to the unlversitiea and iuUver^Ù/ .i 
men to lead the world "per ospent ad 
astra" from darkness to light! Not.!!? 
theorj', but hy practice!
